Blames Russia 
for Trouble 


MOSCOW (AP) — The United 


States, in a note today, held the 
Soviet Union responsible for shoot-, 
ings and disorders along the Ber- 
lin wall and again invited it tc 
a four-power conference to deal 
with the problem. 


The note, delivered to the For- 


eign Office today, replied to a So- 
viet note to the United States Fri- 
day which protested stoning of 
Soviet troop buses in West Berlin

Explorer

entists and historians, died Sun 
day.

Since 1947 he had 
been arctic consultant at Dart- 
mouth College and curator of the 
Stefansson1 collection of polar lit 
erature. 


Stefansson suffered a stroke a 


week ago at a dinner /or an old 
friend visiting Dartmouth, Eske 
Brum, chief of Denmark's Min- 
istry for Greenland. 


Between 1913 and 1918 Stefans- 


son commanded a Canadian expe- 
dition that spent five years north 
of the Arctic Circle. On this jour- 
ney he discovered 
five islands 


claimed for Canada. Later the Ca- 
nadian board on georgraphical 
names named an island off the 
northeast shore of Victoria Island 
[or Stefansson. 


In 1941 the 61-year-old bachelor
